L. Ornranization: 
a. Administrative: 


Patterned after the orcenizatton of the Hungarian ‘workers ' 
Party (MDP), covering acl recional levels (state, province, 
comitate, district, county and local), from the central 
headquarters on state level down to the local orzanizations, 
the smallest administrrtive units. Five to ten local orveniza- 
tions usually form a cuunty or ‘anization. 


b. Halitary:. 


‘khe sumliest unit is she “wized" sroup, composed of an offi- 

cer and ten men. Threo or four Tizeds form the next hieher. 

unit, the "Rej" ({plaicon/. -zhree or four hajs fora a compa- 

ny, or “Szagade" threo or four Szazuas a bettalion, "Zaszloalj", 
and three or four »aszioalisen "Ezred” (regiment). 


2. Commands 


Military and administrative comiana are coordinated; that is, 
tha local leader cf the organization is also the leader of 
the military unit. 


3. Comaitment: 


Each “DP secreta’y 13 said to be authorized to give comnit~- 
ment orders to tae military uiits of the Association of the 
Uungarian Liber: tion bighters in his area of responsibility, 
should police commitment prove insufficient. The duration 

of comiitment ig determined by his next hizher party superior. 


4, Armament and ¢juipment: 
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a, ‘Lhe members of the National Association of the -iun- 
sarpioan Liberation Fivzhters are armac with rifles, bayonets, 
belts, ammmnition pouches and 40 rounds of amaunition. 

Each member keeps his arma and arzaunition in reaciness in 
his hone. 

b. Some units allovzedly ae also eyuippecd with submachino 
-une, Licht machine suns enc mortars. these arus are 
storea in barracks on a centralized basis except the sub- 
machine suns, which are stored by the unit com -ancer,

on the southern side of Lake Tulston. it coroucts fours 
month courses Which ave attendee oy 200 to 20 students, 
inelucins femole members of the ansociation. wnly spectlally 
qualificd stucents are adaittcd to these courses, admission 
being subject to the consent of thelr local “Ir leadershin, 
instructors at the school are Hunvarians who receivec train- 
ins in the Soviet vnion and Soviet officers. 
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
